DEAR DR LAMB - I am 
on a I .(HH) - calorie a day diet. 
I found it necessary to take 
h a m b u r g e r off 
my menu 
b e c a u s e it c o n t a i n s IOO 
calories an ounce. In the store 
I have noticed ham burger 
m arked lean and extra lean. I 
wonder whether this type of 
ham burger would contain the 
sam e amount of calories per 
ounce as regular ham burger 
since m ost of the fat drains 
away, or whether it would 
contain fewer calories. Could 
you give me an estim ate of the 
calories per ounce in extra 
lean ham burger? 
D E A R 
R E A D E R 
- 
I 
som etim es think that 90 per 
cent of the food value infor­ 
m ation available to people 
m ust be wrong. At least it cer­ 
tainly isnt consistent with the 
values from the U.S. D epart­ 
m ent of Agriculture. Regular 
ground raw ham burger con­ 
tains only 76 calo ries per 
ounce. 
Cooked 
ham burger 
(cooked weight) contains only 
82 c a l o r i e s p e r o u n c e . 
R em em ber the cooked weight 
not only has fat drained away 
f rom it, but the cooking 
process also elim inates w ater 
that is present in raw m eat. 
Lean ham burger, raw , con­ 
tains 51 calories per ounce and 
cooked, 63 calories per ounce. 
The num ber of calories per 
ounce in ham burger certainly 
is dependent upon the am ount 
of fat th at’s ground with it. If 
you want to have ham burger 
m eat th at’s lean you can get 
round steak or even a good 
lean roast and cut away all the 
fat. The separable lean of 
round steak contains only 39 
calories per ounce raw and 
only 54 calories per ounce 
cooked (broiled). 
People who like ham burger 
and want to get rid of the fat 
because they are on a calorie 
restricted diet can grind their 


own lean m eat, season it with 
any n u mb e r of the m eat 
sauces and broil it. This keeps 
it from being dry and still 
gives you a high protein m eat 
patty. You can cook the un­ 
ground se p a ra b le lean of 
round steak the sam e way. 
So m uch for your ham ­ 
burger problem . My question 
is why are you on a 1,000- 
calorie diet? That is a greater 
restric tio n than m ost men 
should be on, and I think it’s a 
greater restriction even than 
m ost sm all women should be 
on The sensible way to lose 
weight is gradually. 
Crash diets are dreadful. At 
the beguming of a diet you 
may lose a lot of w ater and 
utfnpty agt the digestive tract. 
This five to six pound loss the 
first week is not fat. The pur­ 
pose of a diet is to get rid of 
body fat. 
After the initial first week a 
sensible diet should result in 
about one pound of fat loss a 
week Certainly no more than 
two pounds. 
One purpose of dieting is to 
learn how to eat properly. You 
might as well adjust your 
eating habits with a good 
balanced diet to start with. 
That way you can stay slim 
once you have achieved your 
goal rather than having the 
yo-yo effect of being fat and 
slim, fat and slim, dried out 
from loss of body w ater by us­ 
ing crash diet fads and then 
rehydrated with w ater ; gain 
when you get off the diet.
